Aviator Dips at Times Within 
Fifty Feet of Hudson; Then 
Rises Again to Great 
Height. 


FLIGHT FROM ALBANY TO NEW YORK. 


New York, May 29.—[Special.]—Gilenn H. 
Curtiss flew from Albany to New York City 
in an aeroplane today, winning the $10,000 
prize offered by the New York World. 

He covered the distance of 187 miles in 
two hours and thirty-two minutes and came 


to earth as calmly and as lightly as a pigeon. 


His flight was made in shorter time than 
ever made by rail between thetwo points, the 
fastest time ever made by train from Albany 
to New York being two hours and forty min- 
utes. 

His average speed for the distance—54. 06 
miles an hour—surpasses any record ever 
made by an aeroplane in long distance flight 
and in its entirety his feat perhaps eclipses 
anything man has attempted in a heavier 
than air machine. 

Outdistances the Train.

which started with him on the journey from 
the capital to the metropolis. °

Resuming his flight at 9:26 he sped south-

‘Only 100 yards north of the point on which 
his craft settled stretched Spuyten Duyvil 
creek, separating Manhattan island from the 
mainland. Had he failed to cross this, his 
flight would have been in vain, but as he 
swept over it the prize was his. 

Thence to Governors isiand, his task was 
the concluding lap of a race already won. 


Dips Down Near River. 

Paulhan's flight from London to Man- 
chester—186 miles—exceeded the Curtiss feat 
of today in distance, but not in speed and 
danger. The Frenchman's average was 44.3 
miles an hour, and below him lay English 
meadowland. Curtiss followed the winding 
course of the Hudson, with jutting head- 
land, wooded slopes, and treacherous pali- 
sades. 

He swung high over the great bridge at 
Poughkeepsie, dipped at times within fifty 
feet of the river's surface, and jockeyed like 
a falcon at the turns. 

Only once did his craft show signs of re- 
bellion. This was off Storm King, near West 
Point, where at a height of nearly 1,000 feet a 
treacherous gust struck his planes. The ma- 
chine dropped like a rock for forty feet and 
tilted perilously. But Curtiss, always cool, 
kept both his head and his seat, and by adroit 
manipulation of his levers brought renewed 
equilibrium to his steed. 


Curtiss Up Before Dawn. 

Curtiss was up before dawn today, hesitant 
despite favorable weather conditions. He 
went with his mechanic and a handful of 
spectators to Van Rensselaer island, in the 
Hudson, three miles south of Albany, from 
where he was to make the start. Waiting at 
the river brink was a special New York 
Central train for Mrs. Curtiss and her party, 
who had not accompanied the aviator to the 
island. From the train they could not see the 
actual start, but those on the island wit- 
nessed a remarkable scene. 

Curtiss arose like a rocket. There were no 
preliminary maneuverings—there was no 
trial flight. The aeroplane darted straight

Lawmaker Hiding and Out of Town; 
Expected in Springfield. 


Senator John Broderick, indicted at Spring- 
field on a charge of legisiative bribery, 
played a game of hide and seek with Chi- 
cago detectives yesterday and up to midnight 
lured Deputy Sheriff Fred W. Long of Sanga- 
mon county on to false hopes of capture. 
Finally he disappeared again, beyond even 
the reach of negotiations, into the secret 
hiding place that has sufficed for thirty-six 
hours against all comers. He is said to have 
left Chicago last evening. 

All detectives were ordered at the roli call 
last night to arrest him on sight. 

Following a declaration of Long that he 
expected to locate Broderick before 9 o'clock 
this morning came a report that Broderick 
had told a bartender in his saloon that he ex- 
pects to go to Springfield tomorrow and fur- 
nish bond. 

I expect to complete this arrangement in 
time to be back in Chicago by Tuesday 
afternoon,” Broderick said. “I can't fur- 
nish bonds on Monday, se I’m going to leave 
Chicago now. I'l) show up in Springfield on 


Tuesday.” 
Leaves to Arrange Bond. 

Attorney Thomas Dawson started for 
Springfield on an evening train to represent 
Broderick in arranging for the $10,000 bond 
to be required of the senator when he is 
brought into court on the caplas. It was 
said that Springfield residents had agreed 
to qualify as bondsmen. Richard Egan, a 
wealthy contractor, is said to be one of these. 

There was a report during the evening that 
Senator Broderick had attended an after- 
noon conference in the Briggs house, where 
were gathered lawyers and principals in the 
bribery scandals. The legislators present, 
other than Broderick, were Representatives 
Lee O'Neil Browne and Robert E. Wilson. 
The lawyers on hand, to go over the evidence 
of the defense for use in the trial of Minority 
Leader Browne were Patrick H. O’Donnell, 
Charles B. Erbstein and Thomas Dawson. 

It was asserted that one reason for Brod- 
erick remaining under cover was an idea 
that State's Attorney Wayman might try 
to arrest and retain him in Cook county. 
The Cook county prosecutor said he had 
no intention of interfering in the Broderick 
case, although he declined to discuss the

Indictments Being. Scrutinized. 

Another matter that is receiving attention 
is that of the indictments of Broderick, Pem- 
berton, and Clark. The indictment of the 
latter two men for conspiracy to commit 
bribery was written by Mr. Burke at about 
2 o’clock on the morning of the day on which 
it was returned. The matter was most com- 
plicated, and Mr. Burke had not then heard 
Holstlaw's confession. 

The Broderick indictment was drawn up 
hurriedly by Mr. Burke between the time 
that he heard Holstlaw’s confession and the 
time he took Holstlaw into the grand jury 
room. And this indictment was obliged to 
meet the points of law over which Attorneys 
Forrest and Hanecy of coungel for Lee 
O’Neil Browne argued for two days in Chi- 
cago, and which Judge McSurely still is con- 
sidering. This indictment was finished off 
while Holstlaw was telling his story to the 
jury by Assistant State’s Attorney Bernard, 
who was sent to Chicago by Mr. Burke to 
hear the arguments in the Browne case. 

Both of these indictments will be carefully 
gone over, and if any weak points are found 
new ones will be drawn up and returned by 
the grand jury in their stead. 


Local Option Graft Must Wait. 

The question of the use of money by the 
liquor interests to pass the anti-local op- 
tion bill will be brought before the grand 
jury again on Tuesday by the appearance 
of Attorney H. L. Sheldon, who is sad to 
know of a statement by Representative 
William C. Blair of Mount Vernon to the 
effect that he was o.ered $200 or $2,000 for 
his vote on the bill. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that this end of the investigation will 
be taken up at length at this time, as the 
Lorimer bribery matter is considered by Mr. 
Burke of most immediate importance. 

In this connection the testimony of Rep- 
resentatives McMackin and McCollum may 
be of great value to the state. 

State’s Attorney Burke has not made pub- 
lic the written confession of Senator Holst- 
law, nor has he allowed any of the subjects 
on which the senator is to be interrogated 
Tuesday to become known. He is avowedly 
holding a number of matters in reserve until 
he has had time to take action on then. 

Now that the Lorimer end of the investiga- 
tion has opened up, Mr. Burke will press 
the matter of the attendance of Representa- 
| tive Johnston Lawrence; a Republican of 
Polo. Mr. Burke had some interesting in- 
‘formation on the subject of Mr. Law- 
rence’s vote and issued a subpoena for him 
almost three weeks ago. Mr. Lawrence at 
the time was in the far west. but it was 
reported that he was soon to return. 

Mr. Burke will issue another subpcena in 
the morning and mail it to the sheriff of 
Ogle county, together with a letter asking 
for more information concerning Mr. Law- 
rence and the reasons why the other sub- 
Ppoena was not served.

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GALLINGER AIDS — 
LORIMER'S CAUSE 
Is Responsible for Investiga- 
tion Resolution Going to 
Wrong Committee.

DELAY WILL BE SHORT. 


Senate Is in No Mood for Quib- 
bling and Desires Quick 
Action in Case.

Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Special.}— 
Senawr William Lorimer will be deeply 
pained to learn that there is danger of de- 
lay upon hie vehement request for an im- 
mediate investigation by the senate into the 
circumstances surrounding his election to 
the upper house of congress. 

His colleague and fellow member of ™ the 
old guard.“ Senator Jacob H. Gallinger, is 
directly to blame for an unfortunate blunder 
in connection with the reference of the reso- 
lution for an investigation which Lorimer 
introduced to the wrong committee. In- 
stead of sending the measure directly to the 
committee on privileges and elections for 
its consideration and determination as to 
whether or not the senate should authorize 
an inquiry, it was consigned to the tender 
mercies of the committee to audit and con- 
trol the contingent expenses of the senate, 
of which Senator Kean of New Jersey is 
chairman. 


Must Go to Expense Committee, 

Immediately upon the conclusion of Senator 
Lorimer's speech yesterday the following ex- 
change of views occurred in the senate: 

Mr. Gallinger—I think the resolution ought 
to go first to the committee, and 1 hope the 
senator— 

The president pro tempore (Senator Frye of 
Maine)—Under the law it must go there. 

Mr. Gallinger—It must go to the committee 
to audit and control the contingent expenses 
of the senate. 

The president pro tempore—To the commit- 
tee to audit and control the contingent ex- 


penses of the senate. 

Mr. Gallinger—I had overlooked that fact. 
Then, I think it ought to be considered by the 
committee on privileges and elections before 
we act on it. 

The president pro tempore Under the stat- 
ute it must go to the committee to audit and 
contro! the contingent expenses of the senate. 

Mr. Gallinger—Yes; it must go to that com- 
mittee. 

The president pro tempore—It will be #0 re- 
ferred. 

Lorimer Aware of Complication? 

‘The interesting fact about this reference, 
which Mr. Lorimer probably knew, is that the 
committee to audit and control the contin- 
gent expenses of the senate has absolutely 
nothing at this time to control or audit in 
connection with the expenses of an investi- 
gation affecting Mr. Lorimer. The senate 
has ordered no investigation and will not do 
so until it receives for action a resolution 
for an investigation from the committee on 
privileges and elections. 

Members of the senate were astonished at 
the reference made by Senator Frye. In no 
previous election case before the senate has 
a resolution for investigation been referred 
first to the auditing committee. The proced- 
ure followed has been to refer all matters 
affecting the right of a senator to his seat 
directly to the committee on privileges and 
elections. That committee must first deter- 
mine whether or not an investigation should 
be made, and reports its conclusions to the 
se nate 

If it recommends an investigation the sen- 
ate adopts an appropriation resolution. Here 
the auditing committee has its say, and it 
sees that the expenses are paid. 


“Blonde Boss Does Not Object. 


Mr. Lorimer made no objection to the refer- 
ence of his resolution to Senator Kean's com- 
mittee. Indeed, had he been asked about it, 
he probably would have said that this was 
the proper committee to give it considera- 
tion in view of the fact that the closing 
sentence of his resolution declares that the 
expense of the investigation “shall be paid 
from the contingent fund of the senate.“ 

And as Mr. Lorimer asked for immediate 
action on his resolution, he may have been 
under the impression that his request would 
be complied with in spite of his experience 
that the senate never acts in such a serious 
matter without first having the resolution 
considered and reported upon by the appro- 
priate committee. 

It is not to be expected, however, that 
anything will be gained by this strange refer- 
ence. It is confidently believed that Sena- 
tor Kean on Tuesday will report back the 
Lorimer resolution to the senate with a rec- 
ommendation that it be sent to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections. 

There is no intention to press Senator Kean 
unduly, but certain senators informed Tug 
TRIBUNE correspondent today that if a re- 
port were not mace within a reasonable time 
they would rise in the senate and ask the New 
Jersey senator to explain his reasong for 
withholding action. 

Senator Kean is too old a pariiamentarian 
not to know that his committee has nothing 
to do with the Lorimer investigation before 
it. occurs. Nor is it believed he will de- 
liberately hold a resolution in order to pre- 
vent action by the senate, the more especially 
since he himself is a candidate for resleotion. 

The committee on privileges and elections 
meets only on the call of its chairman, Sena- 
tor Julius C. Burrows of Michigan. It can 
Le said positively, and this also may cause 
Senator Lorimer a pang, that tha committee 
will not adopt his resolution. The several 
members of the committee do not think it 
sufficiently broad to meet the grave require- 
ments of the situation. 

The Lorimer resolution directs the commit- 
tee “to examine the allegations recently 
made in the public press charging that brib- 
ery and corruption were practiced” in his 
election and to ascertain the facts in con- 
nection with these charges.“ Senators ask: 

Why does Lorimer confine the investiga-' 
tion to what has ppeared in the press? 

Is it because he desires his attorneys to 
object to the introduction of testimony pre- 
senting facts which have not veen printed? 

Senators cannot get over the fact that at 
the moment Lorimer was vituperating Tun 
Trisune and incidentally denying that he 
had been elected ap a result of bribery at 
Springfield, another member of tl state leg- 
islature, Senator Holstlaw, was confessing 
that he had been bribed. 

Why This “Subcommittee”? 

The Lorimer resolution also authorizes the 
committee to act through a subcommit- 
tee. Senators want to know what Lori- 
mer's purpose was in this. Does he expect to 
bring about the appointment of a subcommit- 
tee which he believes will look at his election 
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care to bring into the question at this junc- 
ture his right to his seat. The committee, 
from the present outlook, will not be so con- 
siderate of him as he is of himself. 

The people of Illinois must understand 
there is a good deal of red tape about a sena- 
torial investigation. The committee on privi- 
leges and elections cannot take action at this 
time because there is absolutely nothing be- 
fore it. The speech made by Senator Lorimer 
and his resolution are published in the Con- 
gressional Record, but by the action of the 
president pro temypore they must be consid- 
ered by the auditing committee. 

When the resolution finally reaches the 
committee on privileges and elections that 
committee will have to determine first 
whether an investigation should be made. 
In a way it resolves itself into a grand jury. 
The mere request of Lorimer for an inves- 
tigation is not enough for it to recommend 
an inquiry. 

In the case of Senator Henry B. Payne of 
Ohio, who in 1886 also sought an investigation 
of charges of bribery, a majority of the com- 
mittee reported to the senate that in its 
judgment an investigation was not justified 
upon the evidence presented. It took the 
senate more than two months in 1886 to dis- 
pose of the case of Mr. Payne. 


Quick Action Is Probable. 


In view of the confessions which hav 
made by members of the Illinois Biate leete 
lature and of the fact that Lee O'Neil Browne 
is now undergoing trial, it is not believed any 
such length of time will be allowed to elapse 
before the senate committee reports a reso- 
N for an investigation. 

ongress will adjourn the latt 

June or early in July. Nobody 8 1 
will be in session longer than July 15. Some 
of the members of the committee will: be 
candidates for reélection this fall. They will 
not be able to give the time to the inquiry 
which they say they would like to do. These 
senators suggest it might be unwise to have 
the investigation begin until after the courts 
have acted. But, as one senator remarked

= before the judiciary finally disposes of

Lorimer Appointments to Be Ig- 
nored Till Inquiry Is Over. 


TAFT TO MAKE CHOICE. 


Members of House and Senate Eager 
for News from Illinois. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., May 29.—[Special.])— 
The confession of State Senator Holstlaw 
that he was paid $2,500 to vote for Senator 
Lorimer and the indictment of John Brod- 
erick for bribery have thrown the Illinois 
congressional delegation into a state of un- 
usual excitement. Coupled with a sweeping 
denial of Senator Lorimer’s explanations de- 
ivered by Gov. Deneen, the revelations of 
further corruption have convinced politicians 
that an upheaval in IIlinois politics, bringing 
ruim to scores of present officeholders, can- 
not now be averted. 

The explosion at Springfield which drowned 
the dying echoes of Senator Lorimer’e denial! 
that any money was paid for his election has 
been the one topic of conversation among 
politiciane of all parts of the country, and 
members of the Illinois delegation have been 
busy answering telephone calls from col- 
leagues in the senate and house curious to 
learn the latest inside details. he Illinois 
men, however, were as much in the dark re- 
garding the situation as were the politicians 
from other states, and-they themselves ex- 
hibited almost a frantic eagerness to obtain 
the latest news from the front. 

Patronage to Be Held Up. 

According to all indications, the sensation 
even penetrated to high quarters, producing 
a result that spells disaster for the Lorimer 
faction in the Illinois Republican organiga- 
tion. It transpired this evening that the fed- 
eral patronage which had been promised 
the Lorimer followers is to be held up by 
the administration pending an investigation 
of the senator's election. ä 

Furthermore, it is stated as probable that 
some of the immediate appointments to im- 
portant government offices in Illinois will be 
made by the president without ‘reference to 
the recommendations of Mr. Lorimer. Such 
a course would have the effect of cutting the 
Lorimer machine off from its source of sup- 
plies and would mean a tremendous weaken- 
ing of the senator's power. The roster. of 
federal officials in IlHnols who will be arf- 
fected by such a decision on the part of the 
president follows:

month, and it had been the purpose of Sen- 


ators Cullom and Lorimer to agree upon the 
reappointment of the present incumbents or 
the appointment of their successors before 
the adjournment of this session of congress. 
The tentative understanding was that Lori- 
mer should be allowed to name the sub- 
treasurer and marshal, that Ames should be 
“reappointed, and that an agreement should 
be sought on the pension agency and apprais- 
ership. 

At the same time changes were to be made 
in the offices of revenue collector and sur- 
veyor of custome, which are illimitable as to 
term. Hertz and Louden were to go and be 
succeeded by a Cullom and a Lorimer sup- 
porter. It also was the intention of the sen- 
ators to reach an understanding if possible 
on the appointment of a naval officer and the 
district attorneyship. Lorimer was to re- 
tain Jamieson, and Mr. Sims was to be re- 
appointed. ’ 

Now the whole slate has been smashed. 
The president, it is understood, positively 
will not accept any of the recommendations 
of Mr. Lorimer for the disposition of patron- 
age 80 long as the Illinois senator is under 
the cloud of the bribery charges connected 
with his election. That means that the 
patronage will be held up pending the con- 
clusion of the investigation or that Senator 
Cullom will be allowed to name the ap- 
pointees to the offices the terms of which ex- 
pire this summer. 


But One Plum in Year. 


This development is a terrific blow to the 

followers of the junior senator, who long 
have been hungrily awaiting the reward for 
their loyalty. Mr. Lorimer has picked only 
one plum in the year that he has béen in the 
senate. That is the federal marshalship at 
Springfield, which he obtained for State Rep- 
resentative William Behrens, who voted for 
him for senator. 
/ This appointment was confirmed by the 
senate a few days after the breaking of the 
senatorial scandal and undoubtedly would 
have been held up had it not been that it was 
coupled with the reappointment of District 
Attorney Northcott, a Cullom lieutenant. 

Illinois politicians here expected to see 
Senator Lorimer strengthen his machine tre- 
mendously with the use of federal patronage 
and it was known that Lorimer candidates 
for the federal jobs were swarming from 
Chicago to Cairo. Now that he is unable to 
reward his henchmen, Lorimer, it is opined 
will suffer serious defections from his follow- 
ing. 

As for the present federal officials, there is 
not a strong Lorimer lieutenant among them. 
For that reason it is believed that the Lori- 
mer outfit is doomed in the reorganization 
that will be brought out of ‘the September 
primary.

James R. Garfield Stirs Hearers 
at Good Citizen“ Rally. 
HUNDREDS TURNED. AWAY. 


Legislative Agents Denounced; Plea 
for Better Public Men. 


An arraignment of the man who corrupts 


the body politic and the legislative agents 


as one who should de shunned and put off 
as a leper” was pronounced by James R. 
Garfield, former secretary of the interior, at 
the closing Good citizenship rally ’’ of the 
Sunday Evening club last night. The big au- 
dience of 3,200 that packed Orchestre hall 
frequently burst into loud applause at every 
now point. Hundreds were turned away. 

The keynote for the eddress was struck by 
Clifford W. Barnes, the club president, in 
his introduction of the speaker. Before that 
the meeting had been purely memorial in 
its character, the 400 Grand army veterans 
being the center of attraction. 

After a brief outline of the three years’ 
work of the Sunday Evening club, its growth, 
its place in Chicago lite, and its effort to 


merge Christianity with every day life, Mr, 


Barnes step ed forward and said: 


Sees Need of Christian Statesmen. 


“This is a day when a man cannot fulfill 
his obligations to the public by ‘ reading the 
Bible from cover to cover.“ We need Chris- 
tian statesmen who show their Christianity 
by their works.“ 

The quotation was recognized by every one 
present and there wasa ripple of laughter and 
applause, dying down as the opening words 
of the speaker of the evening were awaited. 

What the president of the club has sald 
is true, began Mr. Garfield. If Christianity 
is not seen in the life of a man all the time as 
well as on Sunday, in every place as wel! as 
in a religious body, it is a barren religion and 
a sham.

“We know what to do with the man who 
puts his hand in his fellow’s pocket and takes 
his money, but we don’t know what to do 
with the man who puts his hand in the public 
treasury and steals from the public at large. 


Should Be Shunned as a Leper. 


“We know what to do with the man who 
draws his pistol and shoots another. We 
don’t know what to do with the man who 
owns a water source and gives typhoid water 
to a helpless consumer—as much a murderer 
as the man who does the shooting. 

“We know what to do with the man who 
commits a gross personal crime. We don't 
know what to do with the man who corrupts 
the body politic, the legislative agents, the 
man ‘high in public Hfe’ who should be 
shunned and put off as a leper. 

“Do not be led to think that wealth is 
wrong. If it be used as an end it is, but if it 
be used to bring relief and happiness to man- 
kind, whether earned or inberited, it is good. 
If, however, it be ueed as a means of corrupt- 
ing political representatives it is a curse not 
alone + che tae: ceri. . ga emma i 
munity.”

HOLSTLAW ILL, MIND AND BODY. 


Doctor Attends Senator When He 
Reaches Home Town. 


AVOIDS NEIGHBORS AT IUKA. 


Crushed Statesman Says Wearily: ‘I 


Want to Be Left Alone.“ 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Iuka, III., May 29.—({Special.}—State Sena- 
tor D. W. Holstlaw returned to his family in 
luka at noon today, broken by humiliation 
and requiring the immediate services of a 
physician to avert collapse. 

For sixty hours he had not slept, his face 
was gray and lined, his voice was a pitiful 
whimper, and he trembled to such a degree 
that it was necessary for relatives to sup- 
port him as he walked. 

Neighbors of Holstlaw express concern lest 
his mind might be endangered by the strain 
attendant upon his confession that Senator 
John Broderick in Broderick’s saloon in Chi- 
cago paid him a bribe of $2,500 for voting for 
Lorimer for United States senator. 

Holstlaw's entry into his home town was 
designedly unobtrusive. He came from East 
St. Louis over the Baltimore and Ohio South- 
western in company with A. E. Kelly, his 
son-in-law, who had gone to meet him. 


Anxious Not to Meet Villagers. 


Iuka is a hamlet of about 600 inhabitants, 
@ ‘place where everybody knows everybody 
else. Hence Senator Holstlaw was anxious 
not to meet any of the villagers. With Kelly 
he got off the rear of the train and was sup- 
ported to his house, situated a stone's throw 
from the track. 

It is an old fashioned frame cottage of 
the type common in southern IIlinols villages 
and falls short of suggesting the $100,000 
which Holstlaw is credited with being worth. 
ro bulk of Holstlaw’s property is in farm 
land. 

Mrs. Holstlaw broke down and cried when 
she saw her husband enter in his woebegone 
state. Holstlaw’s daughter, Mrs. Kelly, and 
his son, Herschel D. Holstlaw, cashier of the 
Holstlaw bank, of which the senator is presi- 
dent, likewise evidenced great agitation.

GIRL SLAIN BY ADMIRER. 


Known as “Angel of St. James’ 
Parish,“ Devoted Fortune 
to Charity. 


The love of a mother for her murdered 
daughter, expressed by a donation of $50,000 


to the work the young woman was devoted 


to, Was made public yesterday at the dedi- 
cation of St. Edmund's Roman Catholic 
church at Oak Park. 

The announcement of the gift came when 
Archbishop Quigley unveiled a window de- 
picting the Resurrection in memory of Mrs. 
Mary Mulveil, the donor's stipulation having 
been that her gift bea secret until the church 
was dedicated. 

The sermon was preached by Bishop d- 
mund M. Dunne of Peoria. Pontifical high 
mass was celebrated by the archbishop, as- 
sisted by eight priests, after which the rite 
of confirmation was administered to 150 chil- 
dren. Zangl’s festival mass, embodying the 


} Gregorian music of the middle ages, was ren- 


dered by the parish choir of 100 voices. 
Behind the bequest, which made possible 
the erection of a Roman Catholic church in 
Oak Park, lies the tragedy of the death of 
Miss Minnie Catherine Mulveil, known as 
“the angel of St. James’ parish hen she 
and her mother resided at 2641 Michigan 


avenue. 
Devotes Life to Charity, 

The young woman, though but 22, pos- 
sessed a fortune of $250,000 which she had 
inherited from her father in 1897. She was 
devoted to religious work and gave gener- 
ously to charity. 

Mise Mulveil died Feb. 27, 1005, and her 
slayer and disappointed admirer, Policeman 
Daniel J. Herman, committed suicide the 
following day. 

Miss Mulveil met Herman at a church so- 
cial and regarded him as she did any other 
fellow religionist, not dreaming of his in- 
fatuation for her. He proposéd and was re- 
fu 
Later his love making took a violent turn 
and he trailed her on her visits to poor 
parishioners and on her errands of mercy. 
Finally, realizing the uselessness.of his suit, 
he determined to kill the object of hia ad- 
miration, and openly threatened her. 

The girl,.unwilling to alarm her mother, 
strove by appeals to his manhood to induce 
him to leave her in peace. On the morning 
of her death Miss Mulveil played the organ 
at early mass at St. James’ chureh, Twenty- 
ninth street and Wabash avrnue, and as- 
sisted the teachers in the parochial school. 
She spent the morning in the “ baby room 
looking after the kindergarten work and at 
11.80 went to the office of the Sisters of 
Mercy. — 

Slain in Street by Policeman. 

After leaving them she walked toward her 
residence on Michigan avenue and was met 
by Herman, who flourished a revolver. ask- 
ing her again to marry him. She still re- 
fused. Then the policeman shot her twice, 

Mrs. John B. Murphy was passing and 
leaped from her carriage, directing her 
coachman to catch the assailant. He es- 
caped, however, and killed himself the fol- 
lowing day. 

Until her own death the mother also de- 
voted her life to charity, disposing of her 
daughter’s personal fortune and her own. 
In 1907 she moved to Oak Park and became 
interested in the work of the Rev. John J. 
Code, who was building up the first Cath- 
olic parish in the village. The meetings were 
being held in a barn. Mrs, Mulveil aided 
the young priest until he secured enough 
parishioners to warrant the purchase of a 
church site. 

Site after site was selected, only to de un- 
available owing to the stipulation’ of the 
owner that the property was not to be used 
for the building of Catholic schools or 
churches. 

In despair, the priest turned to Mrs. Mul- 
vetl, who wrote him a check for $50,000, say- 
ing Somewhere we will find a home The 
T. E. Roberts residence at South Oak Park 
avenue and Pleasant street was purchased 
with funds raised by John Farson at a lawn 
feté given at his residence, Pleasant Home, 
for the benefit of the prospective parish.

All who showed they had 
were permitted to go, but within a few hours 
the antitoxim had been given to the reaidents 
of the district within the radius of a block 
and a half, the district being thickly popu- 
lated with Polish yard workers. 

The work of vaccination will be continued 
this morning and doctors and nurses will 
examine all persons in the neighborhood for 
the next few days to detect incipient cases. 


Epidemic Not Feared. . 

Tam much worried over this particular 
case, said Dr. Spaulding. “ Th eprevicous 
ones were mild, but this is serious. I do not 
think, however, there is any danger of an 
epidemic, as our examination this afternoon 
did not show a single case, and as soon as 
we can get them all vaccinated there will be 
no danger. 

“ As nearly as we could make out, the dis- 
ease was brought by a recent immigrant who 
stayed at the house a short time ago and has 
since gone to Chicago Heights. I notified the 
health physician there, and hope the man can

Carrying his re- 
volver in his hand and waving it in a threat- 
ening manner at all who sought to stop him, 
he ran eight blocks to the. police station, 
where he surrendered to Chief McCormick.

M. Campbell at Peoria that a rumor was cur- 
rent there that the reserve fund had been 
withdrawn from the Chicago Title and Trust 
company. 

“That fund had been accumulated by de- 
positing 10 per cent of the collections monthly 
and was held by that company on a contract 
which required a resolution by the board of 
regents that twelve assessments would not 
suffice to pay the death claims for the year 
and required also sixty days’ notice of such 
resofution to draw it down. 

“Inasmuch as Mr. Rexdale and I, as well 
as Messrs. Whitham, Craig, and Galloway 
had attended all the meetings of the board 
and no such resohition had ever been passed 
or even suggested, we were inclined to dis- 
credit the report. 

“Mr. Rexdale had asked Mr. Campbell 
to investigate the rumor at once and tele 
phone him further, which he did the same 
evening, stating he was satisfied the report 
was true. That was the first intimation 
either of us had that the reserve fund had 
been touched or affected in any way. We 
at once telephoned Mr. Whitham at Aledo, 
urging him to come at once to Rock Island, 
which he did on July 2, as I remember, 
and also returned on theSth. By the terms 
of the original agreement the $25,000 was 
to be divided as follows: 

“To Whitham and Craig, each, $5,500; to 
Rexdale, $8,000; to Weld $6,000. The $6,000 
came to me by a draft from Mr. Whitham 
from Lansing, Mich., on Nov. 26, 1908, six 
days after the contract was made, and I 
know that none of it came from the treasury 
of the Fraternal Tribunes.

that the reserve fund had been withdrawn 
came to me on June 30, 1900. 

On July 6, 1900, and before I knew the 
particulars of the withdrawal I returned 
the money to Mr. Whitham, from whom I 
had received it. I understand that Mr. Rex- 
dale also received his money from Mr. 
Whitham at about the same time I did mine 
and that he returned it to Mr. Whitham on 
July 6, 1909, also. At the time I received 
the money I considered it a legitimate trans- 
action and that the Fraternal 
would greatly profit by the deal. 

When it appeared that the reserve fund 
had been taken down without our knowledge 
and that the order might be a loser, both Mr. 
Rexdale and I refused to profit by the trans- 
action. The one aim of Mr. Rexdale and 
myself from that time forth was to save the 
society and protect the people, who would 
be without protection if the order failed. 
We have been unsuccessful in that attempt. 

As to the taking down of the reserve 
fund, I first learned of that on June 80, 1909, 
as stated As to notes and contracts be- 
tween officers of the two societies, I have 
no knowledge whatever, except as above set 
forth, except by hearsay, since Jan. 1, 1910. 
As to the disposition of the reserve fund 
and payments made of notes and other in- 
debtednese by the Home Circle, I have no 
knowledge whatever. 

“I can only say that nothing was further 
from my mind throughdut the whole trans- 
action than the committing of any fraud or 
the surreptitious removal of any funds from 
the treasury of either society. I was in- 
vited to contribute to the return of the re- 
serve fund of the Tribunes, but declined for 
the reason that I had taken nothing out of 
it and did not propose to put myself in the 
position of handing any of it back.“

Hetheron had been sent out to measure the 
ground and make a preliminary survey ad- 
jacent to the Presidio shooting range. In- 
stead of returning to the post he evidently 
decided to take a nap. There was no shoot- 
ing when he lay down, but before he awoke 
rifles began to crack over the range. When 
he heard the report of rifles Hetheron jumped 
hastily to his feet and started to get out of 
the danger sone. While funning a bullet 
plowed through his arm and a second later 
another tore through his throat. Dazed and 
helpiess, he was shot again and again until 
he fell unconscious. 


Wife Urges a Search. 

The shooting continued for scveral hours 
and it was not until shortly before dusk that 
hia disappearance attracted attention. His 
wite became alarmea when he taiica (o come 
to his quarters and urged a search. 

Capt. Pickering made the investigation but 
found that death was due to the man’s rising 
and running. If he bad crawled away he 
would not have been hit, Pickering thinks. 

The accident is .1e first of the kind to hap- 
pen at Monterey presidio, although privates 
have been struck before by stray bullets and 
received euperficial wounds.

NEITHER HAS A PROMISE. 


Former President Seeks to Get 
All Facts from Either Side 
of Battle. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
Letters from Col. Roosevelt have been re- 
ceived by many members of congress in the 
last few days asking them te meet him in 
Oyster Bay immediately after his return to 
the United States. These letters have come 
to insurgents and regulars alike and to mem- 


bers of both heuses who have been closely 
identified with legislative and political mat- 
ters in the present and former sessions of 
congress. 

Wants Both Sides’ Opinions, 

It is apparent from the character of the 
letters received in Washington that the for- 
mer president desires to discuss in detail the 
legislative and political developments of the 
last year with the men identified with every 
phase of affairs in congress, He has not 
swerved thus far from his determination to 
refrain from public utterances upon Amer- 
ican politics until his return to this country. 

It is made clear through the invitations he 
has issued to public men for conferences at 
Oyster Bay that his silence will continue 
until he has received first hand information 
as to the progress of legislation and the devel- 
opments under the Taft administration. In- 
surgents and regulars alike have been per- 
sistently attempting to win from Mr. Roose- 
velt some expression of confidence in the 
principles which they respectively champion. 


Insurgents Hope for Support. 

The insurgents express the belief that his 
support of their cause is shown by his invi- 
tations to men in their ranks to meet him in 
New York, but the facts prove that Mr. 
Roosevelt has not been partial in this respect. 

There is every reason to believe that an in- 
dorsement of neither side of the Republican 
factional controversy will be forthcoming 
from Mr. Roosevelt after his return to 
America. His earliest epeeches will be those 
made on his western trip, when he will speak 
at Cheyenne, Wyo., Kansas City, Chicago and 
Other points. These adaresses, as has been 
stated in Taw CnuicaGo TRIBUNE, will em- 
body a discussion of principles and not of 
politics.

PASTORS PRAISE THE VALIANT 


Memorial Day Services Are Held 
in Many Chicago Churches. 


PATRIOTISM THE KEYNOTE, 


Heroism of Both the Blue and the Gray 
Commended in Sermons. 


In almost every pulpit in Chicago special 
Memorial day sermons were preached yes- 
tenday. extolling the deeds of the soldiers of 
the civil war and commending the patriotic 
annual custom of decorating the graves of 
fallen warriors. 

In many instances tributes were paid by 
the pastor to the valor of those who wore 
the gray as well as to the patriotism of those 


who wore the blue. 

Bishop Fallows in St. Paul's Reformed 
Episcopal church said: 

“ We cannot deny to the men of the south 
the name of foemen worthy of any steel 
that the bravest warrior could draw. The 
best fighting qualities inhered inthem. They 
believed they were striking them for God 
and home and native land. 


Union an Inseparable One.

„ Just at this time the veterans are exer- 
cised over the introduction of Robert E. Lee's 
statue in the rotunda of the capitol at Wash- 
ington. Resolutions of protest in the various 
department encampments have been voted 
down; and, we believe, wisely so. It is the 
gift of Virginia and not of the entire nation. 

“It must be said in Lee's favor that he 
was not a fomenter of secession. He depre- 
cated the dissolution of the union. He reluc- 
tantly resigned his commission in the federal 
army, after the state which held everything 
that was dear to him had joined the ranks of 
the seceding states. When the struggle was 
over he lald down his sword and became an 
obedient, loyal citizen of a reunited country, 
and urged his comrades to do the same. 

“If the union veterans had their choice, 
they would select another distinguished 
soldier from Virginia to fill that honored 
niche—George H. Thomas, ‘the Rock of 
Chickamauge.’ ”

{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Amarillo, Tex, May 29.—[Special.j]—De- 
cided progress ie being made in the Fan- 
handle with regard to practical application 
of the methods of scientific farming. Farm- 
ers who come here from other sections find 
that the soll is good and the growing season 
Jong, but the rainfall is lighter than in the 
past and other conditions are different.

Punishment for Participants May 
Be Fixed at Faculty Meeting. 


FIST FIGHTS AT CARNIVAL. 


Freshmen, ‘‘Sophs,’’ ‘* Medics,”’ aud 
„% Laws Clash During Program. 


Intimation that punishment will be meted 
out to students of the University of Chicago 
who engaged in class rushes on Marshall 
field on Saturday was given yesterday 
through words of displeasure voiced by the 
professors at the fights. Officials of the un- 
versity refused to comment on the possible 
fate that will befall the freshmen, sopho- 
mores, medics, and laws who engaged in the 
disturbances, declaring that a faculty meet- 
ing alone can determine that. 

The clash came early in the athletic car- 
nival given by Coach A. Alonzo Stagg, and 
continued during the track meet and base- 
ball game. Spectators of the games were 
put in danger constantly by the struggles of 
the students in the bleachers. One member 
of the faculty, Prof. Robert F. Harper, was 
struck by an ice cream cone directed by a 
law student at some rivals in the medics * 
section. Several fist fightson the field and In 
the grandstand resulted from the assaults of 
the undergraduates. 

Professors of the university long ago 
placed the ban on demonstrations such as 
occurred on Saturday and for ten years there 
has not been a serious outbreak. President 
Harry Pratt Judson declared he could not 
officially discuss the action to be taken by 
the board. 

Prof. James W. Linn, dean of the litera- 
ture college, stated the policy of the univer- 
sity authorities on the matter of class rush- 
Ing. 

Our attitude is to discourage any displays 
of clase loyalty of a physical nature, he said. 
„We do not and never did approve of fights 
among the students. If the demonstrations 
of Saturday are judged serious enough, the 
men participating in them will be dealt with 
as any others who violate a university rule 

“The day’s events were under the super-* 
vision of Mr. Stagg. I did not see any dis- 
turbances of an unusual sort.“ 

Several members of the faculty were of 
the opinion that the students violated the 
rules and ought to be punished. After the 
freshmen had made an unsuccessful attempt 
to capture a banner presented to the sopho- 
mores and the medical and law students had 
fought about the fleld Prof. Stagg ordered the 
offenders into the bleachers. But the stu- 
dents continued the clashing from the stands.

Mrs. Corinne Sims, a widow of Rolling 
Fork, Miss., is by relatives believed to be 
either dead or lost in Chicago. R. C. Patty 
of Macon, Miss., and his wife, a sister of 
the missing woman, came here yesterday 
morning to seek her and departed for the 
south at night much disappointed over their 
fruitiess mission. 

Mrs. Sims, whose husband, T. E. Sims, a 
farmer, died seven years ago, has been af- 
flicted with nervous trouble since his death. 
On April 27 she packed her trunk and de- 
parted from the residence of her father, H. 
J. Powell, with the remark that she in- 
tended traveling for her health. 

Nothing was heard from her until May 
22, when her sister, Miss Emily Powell, re- 
ceived a letter postmarked from the Armour 
substation, 3217 Indiana avenue, saying that 
the writer was despondent and would prob- 
ably’ be dead before the letter reached its 
destination. 

Sent Description; No Results. 

Mrs. Patty then wrote to Capt. Wood of 
the detective bureau, making inquiry, but 
that official wrote in reply that it would 
be impossible to trace her without a better 
description. This was sent together with a 
photograph, but when the Pattys called at 
detective headquarters in the absence of 
Capt. Wood during the day they were in- 
formed by the lieutenant in charge, Mrs. 
Patty asserted, that the police had no record 
of the case.

Mr. Thurston has required no wider theme 
than this, and he has exquisitely performed 
hie task—if it can be called a task, which 
seemed to have been a swift impulse on the 
part of the writer and remains a fascinating 
engagement of fancy, wit, tenderness, unex- 
pectedness, and allurement for the reader. 

It may sound odd. indeed, to proclaim that 
Thurston’s methods are original. It 
doesn’t really seem as if at this late day an 
one would know how to go about being origi 
nal. But Mr. Thurston achieves it by — 
simple method of writing right along with an 
insouciance and delight in his toil which only 
the true artist ever feels. The result is charm- 
ing, and it is small wonder that Mr. Thurs- 
ton’s book before this one, The City of Beau- 
tiful Nonsense,” reached its sixteenth edition 
before any one, except, of course, the publish- 
ers, knew what was happening. 

There are times enough in “The Greatest 
Wish in the World” when the subject of the 
page seems trivial, but after the book ig laid 
down the general effect is anything but that. 
An eager poetry and passion seem to have 
marked the tale and one seems to see the up- 
reaching hands of men and women snatching 
at joy, at satisfaction, at some enduring good 
which does not perish. They are like beggars 
about the table of life, snatching at the loaded 
table and bearing away what they can—some 
crumb or fragment of love having to content 
the majority.

Thurston is right, no doubt, in thinking that 
a child like Peggy will serve better than any- 
thing else in stopping the cravings of the 
heart.

King George is much fonder of riding than 
his father, has an infinitely better seat in 
the saddle, owing to the fact that he was 
taught riding by an Englishman, whereas 
Edward VII. received his instruction in 
equestrianism from a Hessian, selected fo 
the purpose by the late prince consort. But 
he does not care for racing, especially for 
racing as now conducted, while Queen Mary 


is seldom or never seen on & racecourse.

It is announced that the king has leased his 
father’s racing stud to Lord Derby. This does 
not, however, mean that any of the horses 


entered for the classic events of this year 


will take part therein, being all disqualified 
by Edward VII.'s death. The Earl of Derby, 
who will be remembered by all those Ameri- 
can journalists who were in uth Africa 
as special correspondents during the Boer 
war as censor of the press, under the name 
of Lord Stanley (it was during his father’s 
lifetime) is one of the three so-called Cat- 
Akin earls, the other two being the Earle 
of Shrewsbury and of Huntingdon. 

That is to say, they are the only peers of 
their rank whose earldoms date from before 
the seventeenth century, and derive this pe- 
culiar appellation, not, as some people be- 
lieve, because cats’ skin was used in lieu 
of ermine for the bars that adorn the par- 
liamentary and coronation robes of peers, but 
because prior to the seventeenth century, 
earls were privileged to wear four bars of 
ermine, as the marquesses do today, instead 
of the three bars, to which earls are in these 
present times restricted. This was described 
in the corrupt Franco-Bngleh of medieva! 
times as quatre skins,“ quatre being the 
French for four,“ and which was naturally 
shortened into catskins.’’ 

— 

It is interesting to recall that Lord Derby 
might have been today occupying the throne 
of Greece as its ruler in the place of King 
George had not his grandfather preferred 
the existence and prestige of a great British 
noble of enormous wealth and royal ancestry 
(he is descended from Edward I.) to that of 
the monarch of @ mushroom, turbulent king- 
dom in the levant. For the Greeks in the 
early ‘60s offered their crown first of all to 
King Edward's sailor brother, Prince Alfred, 
who died as sovereign Duke of Coburg, and 
after that to the fourteenth Lord Derby. It 
was the rejection of their offer, firat by 
Prince Alfred and then by Lord Derby, which 
caused them to elect Prinee William of Den- 
mark, who now reigns as George I. Lord 
Beaconsfield condemned the Lord Derby of 
the day for declining the crown of Greece, 
railing et him for being utterly devoid of 
imagination. 

The Lords of Derby had, however, already 
had some experience of sovereignty, for 
from the reign of Henry IV. until the death 
of the tenth Earl of Derby, towards the close 
of the reign of George III.—that is to say. 
for over 900 yearse—they exercised rights of 
sovereigmy over the Isle of Man, subject to 
the sugerainty of the British crown. The 
Earls of Derby were, in fact, styled ‘“ Kings 
of Man,“ and not long before the death of the 
late earl he presented to King Victor Em- 
manuel, who has the finest collection of rare 
coins in the world, a series of coins minted 
during the reign of the house of Stanley over 
the Isle of Man, and which had been dis- 
covered during the course of excavations at 
Castle Rushen. 

_ 

The sovereignty of the island, on the death 
without issue of the tenth Lord Derby, passed 
to the Duke of Atholl as a descendant of 
Lady Amelia Stanley, youngest daughter of 
the seventh Lord Dérby, and the succeeding 
Dukes of Atholl sold by degrees not only 
their sovereignty but also all the other rights 
in connection with the isiand to the British 
crown for sums estimated at near $10,000,000, 
The coins presented to Victor Emmanuel all 
bear the Derby crest—namely: the eagle and 
the child. This crest comes to the Stanleys, 
along with their country seat of Knowsley 
hall, through the marriage of Sir John Stan- 
ley to the daughter and heiress of Sir Thom- 
as Lathom of Knowsley, in the county of 
Lancaster. 

According to family legend and tradition, 
one of the Lathom owners of Knowsley was 
notified ome day that one of the great eagles 
nesting in the trees of his park had been seen 
carrying a child to its aerie. The knight res- 


cued the baby, which had remained quite 


unharmed, and which was wrapped in costly, 


| gold embroidered swaddling clothes of ap- 


parently foreign make. 
— 

All efforts to identify the infant having 
failed, the knight of Lathom and his dame, 
who were well advanced in years and child- 
less, adcpted the little fellow, who became 
heir to their property, master of Knowsley, 
and ancestor of the Earls of Derby. Knows- 
ley is a Magnificent place and has been the 
principal home of the historic house of Stan- 
ley ever since the marriage of Sir John Stan- 
ley to the heiress of the Lathomis in the reign 
of Henry IV., over 500 years ago. 

‘It was his great-grandson, Thomes Stan- 
ley, who figures so prominently in Shaks- 
peare f Richard III., and whose defection 
from the Crook-back, as that monarch was 
called by reason of his deformity. practi- 
cally decided the battle of Bosworth in favor 
cf Henry of Richmond Indeed, it was he 
who, on the battlefield; placed crown 
of Richard II. upon the head of Henry VII., 
who in return for this gift of the English 
crown raised Lord Stanley to the Earidom of 
Derby. appointing him lord high constable 
of England. This Lord Derby was twice 
married.

WOMEN AND THE CHURCH VOTE.

ASTRONOMERS AND THE COMET. 

Park Ridge, III., May 23.—{Editor of The 
Tribune ]—In THz SunpayY Trisune May 15, 
page 4, section 9. I predicted that the comet's 
tail would be cut off by the earth stopping 
sunlight passage to the meteor cloud on the 
18th of May. The eclipse took place as fore- 
told upon simple optical principles exactly 
as moon phases and eclipses occur by the 
earth passing between the sun and moon, 
moonlight being mere reflected sunlight, just 
as the shaft of light called the comet is 
merely reflected sunlight. Let any one ob- 
serve the cone of light from a concave look- 
ing glass in a darkened place; that resem- 
bles a comet ; place a book. between the 
source of light and the mirror, the book 
would act as the earth did to é¢lipse the 
war? of light previously reflected toward the

The splitting of the tall on each side of

President’s Peace Speech. 


A “ take-off on Theodore Roosevelt's No- 
bel peace speech in Christiania was the fea- 
ture of a four days’ spring festival given 
by the Norwegian Singers’ league at Bjorg- 
vin's hall, Artesian and West North avenues. 
The festival closed last night. 

Ludvig H. Lund impersonated Col. Roose- 
velt. The ball was arranged to represent Cari 
Johan street and the open square between the 
royal palace, the national theater, end the 
parliament buildings in Christiania. Lund, 
dressed In rough rider uniform, appeared on 
a rostrum in front of a painted representa- 
tion of the storthing buildings. 

“What we want is peace, especially when 
we come home in the wee hours of the morn- 
ing,” said the impersonator of Col. Roosevelt. 
“There can be no permanent peace in the 
world, however, until the women are with 
us on this question. Our women are the mas- 
ters of the situation. 

At the close of the speech, seven wise 
men,” made up to represent members of the 
Nobel peace committee, marched solemnly 
to the rostrum and presented a huge leather 
medal to the peace advocate.”
